BURYING HILL. 

“Huarying Till,” says a correspondent of 
the New York Tribune, who has been luxu- 
rating in the vicinity of the somewhat fa 
mous Plymouth rock, is a place to climb and 
linger upon, rather for its superb out-look 
than from _ uncommon antiquity in its 
memorials.

When we ae anans the king,”’ 
findin New England their most unfailing 
supply of the moldy, worm holed lum 
essential to ther fungoid vitality. In every 
old Yankee town much of the interest cen- 
tres around the graveyard; not the labyria- 
thine cemclery—on which the pageeine 
gardener has put forth all his art to make 
the relics of a modern ion smell 
sweet and blossom in the dust, and 
which is the beauty spot of many a prosper- 
ous vil t the ancient “burying- 
ground” where urchins play untouched at 


cicuta flourish the more vigorously for s 
yearly mowing; whose frost heaved stones 


are as much in need of a resurrection as are, 


the boves they cover, and which, the more 
ancient it may be, is so much the more likely 
to be found upon the bleakest, barrenest por- 
tion of the settlement. Our fore-fathers hun 
witches and pirates, pilloried trespassers an 
scoffers, and buried heir dead, upon the hill 
tops in sight of all the world; and ground 
covered with an inch of loam was two scarce 
and valuable for either of these uses. 


Whatever miay have been the —— of 
their descencants, it is evident that the pil- 
grim fathers seicoted Burying Hill as the 
resting place of their d from no sordid 
motives—for all the world was before them 
where to choose—but for ite proximity to 
their meeting house and its lofty and beau- 
tiful elevation, overlooking leagties of land 
and sea. in five mMutes one can reach its 
stiimmit, from the centre of the present town, 
and enjoy such a prospect as no modern 
cemetery commands, Here might r » the 
pious pilgrim, his staff and seailopsbell (his 
axe and musket, if you choose) laid by for- 
ever, his wives and children about him. But 
here the visitor, naturally expecting to find 
the oldest gravie in New England, looks iu 
vain for the tombstone of the original Brew- 
ster, Winslow, Carver, Alden and the reat, 
and discovers that few of the most ancient 
slabs ante-date the winged-cherub period of 
the last century. 

‘lhe oldest Wwmbstone that the tourist can 
find an Burying Lill bears the cate of 1681; 
not on original memorial of all those who 
cume on the Mayflower, in 1620, on the For- 
tune, in 1621, or on the Ann and Lite James, 
in 1623, is here to be discovered. Now ina 
old Norwichtown, Connecticut, settled forty 
years after Piymouth, there are many stones 
dated from 1661 to 1670. Thomas Cushman, 
of the Fortune, and Thomas Clark, of the 
Srey were buried on the hill, and 
their tablets formerly were there. Over the 
grave of Kid. Cushman and a few other 
worthies, the tradition of whose resting 
piace still remains, modern memorials have 
bee 1 erected—a shaft in honor of Governor 
William Bradford, and a large slab recording 
the life and services of John How- 
land; but the Cushman monument, 
& magnificent granite obelisk, is the 
most conspicuous and costly of all, Erected 
by wealthy descendants, it seems, in honor- 
ing the virtues of the elder, to bear witness 
that a substantial blessing bas followed his 
children beyond the third and fourth gen- 
erations. Fifiy of the Mayflower band, 
who died in the “first sickness,” were 
buried as olsecurely as possible, and their 
graves sowed with grain, that a knowledge 
of the colony's weakness might be hid from 
the Indians. As it is written of Moses, the 
places of their burial no man kpoweth to 
tis day. Many were interred upon Cole’s 
Hill, a portion of which has been inclosed 
by the Pilgrim Society as hallowed ground.
